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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTE: 

Edwin A. Walker, 1909-1993, was a Major General in the United States Army. He 
graduated from the United States Military Academy at West Point in 1931 , where he 
was a polo aficionado. During World War II, Walker commanded a special forces unit in 
the Italian Campaign, and later led an artillery unit in the Korean War. Following the 
war, Walker was charged with enforcing the integration of Little Rock High School, 
following the Brown v. Board of Education Supreme Court decision. He implemented 
this order, but in 1962, he would travel to Mississippi to protest the enrollment of 
African-American students at the University of Mississippi. In 1 959, Walker was 
stationed at Augsburg, Germany, but two years later was accused of indoctrinating the 
troops with right-wing political literature. He was admonished by the Army and resigned 
in protest. Walker’s subsequent career was dedicated to the fight against communism. 
He unsuccessfully ran for governor of Texas in the 1962 Democratic primaries. On April 
10, 1963, Lee Harvey Oswald attempted to assassinate Walker in his Dallas home, 
believing him to be a dangerous fascist. Walker later filed libel lawsuits against various 
media outlets. In the Associated Press v. Walker case, the trial court ruled in Walker’s 
favor, but the case was appealed all the way to the Supreme Court, which in 1967 
extended the libel exception clause to apply to public figures as well as public officials. 

SCOPE AND CONTENTS: 

Correspondence, legal and military documents, publications, clippings, audio cassette 
tapes, books, and artifacts, 1928-1999, compose the 2005-084 addition to the Edwin A. 
Walker Papers. Of particular interest is the series of Walker Dallas Weekly Messages, 
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1974-1978, in which Walker expressed his political ideology. The legal documents and 
correspondence trace Walker’s fight to receive his Army pension and his requests for 
information under the Freedom of Information Act. The collection also contains material 
from Walker’s gubernatorial campaign in 1962. Items from Walker’s early military 
career include annuals from West Point, 1 928-1931 , military travel orders, and World 
War II era U.S. Army newspapers published in Europe and Africa. Also included is a 
display copy of a Titus Livius military excerpt, signed by General Douglas MacArthur. 
Recorded on the cassette tapes are television and radio shows about Edwin Walker. 
Also located in the collection are several honorary trophies and gifts, as well as 
Walker’s polo paraphernalia.
